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THE SURVEYOR-GENERALSHIP; 








This matter has undergone another transi- 
tion. It was referred toa Select Committee of 
the House, and that Committee have reported 
their inability to arrive at any. decision jand re- 
ferred the subject back to the Govérnment. 
Whether it will be brought before the 
Exeentive Council or abandoned as impractic- 
able remains-to be seen, as we presume His Ex- 
cellency would hardly feel disposed to incur the 
personal responsibility of deciding so ticklish a 
point. ‘ 

Of course what transpired before the Special 
Committee is not at our disposal ; but so far as 
we have been able to learn from outside sources 
it would appear that Mr. Tratch would not be 
satisfied to accept the actaal cost of the, works 
held by him in this Colony,’ but claims a very 
large bonus as speculative profit. We need 
hardly say that we oppose, in toto, the purchase 
of these works by the Government. It is hardly 
a legitimate use of the public revenue to _pur- 
chase toll bridges upon a rival road, and it is, at 
best, a wild speculation. We do not mean to 


. insinuate that the Alexandra bridge, for instance, 


is not a substantial structure, and good value for 
every dollar it cost. But, for the sake of. argu- 
ment, suppose that bridge were to give way 
what a predicament would the Government be 
placed in! Such things do happen occasionally. 
We find that about ten years ago a similar briige 
was,constrocted across the Stanislaus River, in 
Calaveras County, California, at a cost of $30,- 
000. That stracture fell before it had been in 
use twelve months and was abandoned ag a total 
ruin.. Now we don’t mean to predict a similar fate 
for the Alexandra bridge, a fate which no one dis- 
connected with the enterprise would regret more 
than ourselves, both on account of its owner and 


* the intefests of the route to which it forms so 


valuable an adjunct ; but. we merely desire to 
illostrate what we mean by saying that a struc- 
tute so liable to perish is not the sort of thing 
for Government to purchase. Nor is it desir- 
able, for obvions reasons, that the practise of 
granting charters to private parties to construct 
roads and bridges and then buy them out should 
be encouraged. Indeed too much of this sort of 
thing has already been done. 

But for the Government to. entertain the idea 
of paying Mr. Tratch a large bonus upon ‘these 


‘ works in order to qualify that gentleman to ac- 


cept a lucrative appointment under the Govern- 
ment is a thing so unique, so anomalous, that we 
can hardly treat it seriously—indeed we cannot 
bring ourselves to believe that the Government 
really entertain the idea, and ‘we hope the mat- 
ter will go no further. If Mr. Tratch’s interest 
in these works is worth £45,000 to him we 
would advise him to retain that interest, as his 
services to the Colony, as Surveyor-General, 
would hardly be worth that sim over and above 
the salary attached to the office. A less expen- 
sive man could surely be had in Her Brittanic 
Majesty’s dominions to fill the appointment.

| | LEGISLATIVE EXCLUS(VENESS. 
= 


In-our last issue we endeavored to show the 
faliacy of an Ordinance giving to chartered 
Banks a monopoly of the business of Banking. 
We are now under the necessity of referring to 
a different phase of the exclusive principle which 
more nearly concerns our individual ‘selves. 
‘The question of the admission of the Press and 
public to hear the debates has been again Lrought 
before the Council, and decided in the negative. 
Although the Session is drawing near to a close 
it is to be regretted that such red-tape adherance 
should have been given by the official members 
It woul 


known jh the world’s history as the ‘‘ dark ages” 
when the microcosm of thought had but a small 
erbitual motion ; and not in these latter days 
when ‘a preaching friar settles himself in every 
village and builds a pulpit which he calls a news- 
paper.”’ f 

It is not so mtich to be wondered at to see the 
Government officials voting for exclusion, but to 
see the Hon. R. T. Smith also on the dark side 
was enough to make those incorporeal beings 
weep who are said to display. such corporeal 
emotions on extraordinary occasions. 

There are in the vegetable creation certain

_ things—living on trees functionally joined, as-

What on 
earth could have induced the man to vote for 
the exclusion of the Press? Was it to gain the 
mere distinction of standing alone—an ultra-in- 
dependent anit—uninfluenced by vulgar consid- 


_ erations for the intellectual yearnings of the peo 


ple? Or was the motive of s less ideal kind ; 
one of those the fruition of which will be seen 
hereafter, “a consequence. yet hanging in the 
stare?” Mayhap, it was owing to constitutional 
nervousness. ‘Thé mysterious fingers of the Re- 
porter and the conscious presence of a ‘‘ discern- 
ing public” might put oat of countenance the 
man of worth! Bat, be the motive whatever it 
may, the hon. gentleman secured, inviolate from 
outside barbarians, the sanctity of the Legisla- 
tive Halls. Like Romeo, he no doubt exclaimed

On. every business day in Lotidon, upwards. of 
700,000 persons enter the City by its various 
approaches, and leaye it again in the evening for 
their homes, at the West-end, in the suburbs, 
or in the country, Seven hunted thonsand per- 
sons represent a population equal to the. whole 
inhabitants of South Wales, or of the city of 
Manchester. Drawn up in line, two deep, stand- 
ing close together, they would occapy an extent 
of over 120 miles ; and ranged six deep, they 
wonld take more than twelve hours to march 
past a spectator, at the rate of 110 paces a min- 
ute. Of the 700,000 persons and upwards en- 
tering and leaving the City daily (exclusive of 
those entering the West-end, and other parts 
of London), it_was ascertained by the officers of 
the City Police, in the-munth of May, 1860, that 
an average of 535,000 proceeded on foot) and 
171,000 in vehicles, making a total of 706,000 
persons. The namber of vehicles ascertained at 
the same time to enter the City every twenty- 
four hours, was 57,765; which, if drawn up 
close in. line, would eceupy a length of about 
260 miles, reaching from Loadun. to York, and 
extending more than fifty miles beyond the lat- 
ter place. The closeness with which the vehicles 
follow each other in the streets may. be inferred 
from the fact, that between 10 & 11 a.m., on Wed- 
nesday, the 19th November, 1862, it was ascer- 
tained that the total namber passing Bow Charch 
in both directions, was 1,255 ; of which 348 
were omnibuses, 684 daha, and 282 carts, drdys, 
vans, and waggons, besides 41 truéks “and bar.
